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Dear Readers: 

A new year is beginning and with its advent comes the opportunity to start 
afresh, to plan new projects and select new patterns for quilts you want to 
make—quilts you promised yourself you would begin as soon as those 
cherished holiday traditions were put away for another year. To help with your 
planning, Early Spring ’91 offers 15 quilts, a mix of fresh new designs and tra- 
ditional favorites, plus some exciting smaller projects. 

A dozen of the patterns are pieced designs, and three others include ap- 
plique along with pieced portions. Four designs are presented in a combina- 
tion of two or three sizes or variations, so you may choose to make a smaller 
quilt—perhaps a lap size or wall quilt—-or you may opt for a larger bed-size ver- 
sion of a pattern. Then again, consider a combination: a bed quilt accented by 
a smaller quilt that mirrors or complements it in pattern and fabrics. One 
pieced design, Bluebird Wreath, has a “sister” design, a pieced floral version 
that shares the wreath-like sashes of the bluebird quilt and gives you the Op- 
tion of displaying Bluebird Wreath on your wall as a fascinating complement to 
the bed-size Garden Wreath. 

Spring flowers, stars, and geometrics make up the rest of the pieced pat- 
terns. Trumpets of Spring, the Bonnie Leman design featured on the cover, is 
shown in another size and coloration on page 7. Star Twist, designed to 
capitalize on current floral striped fabrics, provides an exciting project possi- 
bility, especially for machine piecing/machine quilting enthusiasts. The two 

Winter’s Edge quilts feature a star-among-the-stars design, variations of 
a traditional pattern taken far beyond the ordinary with creative color 
treatments. Geometrics include two easy-to-make one-spool pat- 
terns: A Little Dawn Music, a scrappy design creatively quilted to 
create the illusion of early morning sunlight; and Virginia Reel, 
this issue’s Timeless Treasure, a pattern from the past. 
Flight of Fancy, a two-spool geometric, is easy to make 

but requires more time because of its larger size. 
Applique choices include a children’s quilt that 
combines appliqued rabbits and carrots with

pieced pinwheels in a delightfully original way. Beginner’s Choice is the Sew 
Simple pattern—QU/ILTMAKER’s illustrated step-by-step approach to learn- 
ing quiltmaking. A small quilt with one-spool piecing and easy applique, it of- 
fers an ideal way to learn or improve applique techniques while creating a quilt 
you can display with pride. The third choice, Suddenly Roses, is a charming 
pieced pattern embellished with appliqued roses that spill from patch to patch 
with an updated broderie perse technique shown and described on pages 22- 
23. With the spill-over technique you can individualize your quilt by adding 
creative accents quickly and beautifully by machine. 

The Small Wonders project pattern for spring is a quilter's version of the 
popular belt pack or fanny pack. (This handy little tote that is worn around the 
waist is called by several different names.) Three belt packs featuring custom 
touches from Bluebird Wreath, A Little Dawn Music, and Beginner’s Choice 
are shown on page 37. 

Four readers’ designs are showcased in this issue: Bluebird Wreath by 
Carolyn J. Beane of Bingham, Maine; Flight of Fancy by Judi A. Meyer of St. 
Charles, Missouri; Winter's Edge by Jan Rader of Kent, Ohio; and A Little 
Dawn Music, designed, sewn, and quilted by Sally Saulmon of Cafion City, 
Colorado. Each wins $75 in QUILTMAKER’s quarterly design contest. If you 
have a flair for design, note the contest details on page 38. 

We continue to be delighted with letters from readers who share stories 
and pictures of quilts they have made from QUILTMAKER patterns. We 
hope you will consider sharing your quilts and comments with us, too. 
Stitch & Show on page 38 spotlights readers’ quilts made from pat- 
terns in past issues. 

We hope you will find the pattern you have been looking for 
along with just-right fabric and color combinations among the 
quilts created for Early Spring ’91.

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WITH EVENING FLOWER QUILTING 
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This star-within-a-star medallion quilt capitalizes on the coordinated floral stripes and allover prints avail- 
Ee’ able in today’s designer cottons. The version of Star Twist pictured here economically uses a navy floral 

border print that was divided to give the center star its “spin,” to create a unique pieced-border treatment, 
for inner and outer floral borders, and to add a straight-cut binding. Outline quilting the roses in the wide outer border 
creates a richly textured frame. In Pattern Patter on page 4, another combination of border and allover print fabrics 
gives a softer look to the Star Twist design. The navy version shown above was machine pieced and machine quilted 
in less than 20 hours, making it a busy quiltmaker’s dream: a complex, eye-catching design that can be made with a 
manageable investment of time and fabric.

Judi A. Meyers of St. Charles, Missouri, designed Flight of Fancy while cruising at 28,000 feet on an airliner bound for San Francisco and 
landed a $75 prize in QUILTMAKER’s Design Contest. While Judi’s Flight of Fancy block reminds us of various Square-in-a-square patterns 
found in antique quilts, a timely departure from traditional fabric choices gives it a 1990s look. Gather fabrics in colors similar to those pictured 
above—red and teal dramatized by black and white—or chart your own colors. Select two color families you fancy, add a bold modern print and a color- 


coordinated plaid, and take off on your own high adventure.

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Whatever their color or kind, roses send messages of love and caring, of generosity and abundance. Combining roses and quilts seems 
to be a wondertully natural thing to do. In Suddenly Roses, squares of rose-printed fabric are pieced into the blocks’ centers, and then 
buds, petals, and leaves are appliqued across the edges of the floral patches so they spill generously onto surrounding areas. The 


technique is described in the special feature on pages 22 and 23. You'll have fun making this one, choosing and placing the roses to please yourself 
and appliqueing the accents just where you'd like. (Suddenly Roses is a variation on Tipsy Doodle by Marie Shirer shown in her book Quilt Settings. )

Block Z Piecing @#E 


In recent years quiltmakers have 
been faced with the delightful dilemma of 
choosing fabrics from an incredible array 
of prints. Big splashy prints in 100 per- 
cent cotton are available now as never 
before. Suddenly Roses, shown on page 
20, was designed to make use of these 
prints. The print shown above contains 
both large and small motifs. Larger flow- 
ers have been placed in the center 
patches. Other floral motifs cut from the 
same fabric have been integrated with 
the center florals but are allowed to “spill 
over” into the surrounding patches and 
are then appliqued onto the blocks. This 
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technique of appliqueing printed motifs is 
similar to the broderie perse method so 
popular on elaborate 19th-century appli- 
qued quilts. In those quilts, motifs from 
chintz prints were cut out and stitched to 
a background fabric, often a solid white or 
cream. 

Other prints with individual motifs 
can be cut apart and appliqued in spill- 
over fashion. Look for a print with a fairly 
busy background so there will be plenty 
of options for “spilling-over.” An example 
of a juvenile print used in this manner is 
shown on the opposite page. 

Described here are two methods of 


machine applique that can be used to 
stitch the spill-over motifs. For hand ap- 
plique, refer to instructions on page 44. 


INVISIBLE MACHINE APPLIQUE 


For this method, edges of the appli- 
que patches are turned under and 
stitched to the background using clear 
nylon thread. Instructions given here are 
for Suddenly Roses as shown at left, but 
the method can be adapted for use with 
other large prints such as the fish print. 


@) Use aclear plastic template for A 
patch. Position template over large floral 
motifs and cut, being careful to keep the 
surrounding fabric intact so that remain- 
ing motifs can be used (Fig. 1 below). 

@) Make Y and Z blocks, referring to 
the assembly directions on page 41. 

@) Cut %6” to %4” around the motifs 
chosen for the spill-over applique. Feel 
free to cut away portions of the motifs that 
you do not wish to include. Working from 
the right side so you can see the motif, 
turn under the allowance and hand baste 
with needle and thread to keep allowance 
in place. This helps you to control what 
portion of the motif you want to show. 
Don’t worry about turning every corner 
and point exactly; allow some _ back- 
ground color to show. A smoother shape 
with few sharp indents will be easier to 
machine applique (Fig. 2). 

@ Place the motif on a pieced 
block, allowing it to cross the seam be- 
tween A and B patches or into the C 
patch. It does not have to be a motif that is 
in the print in the A patch. It can cover up 
a partial flower that is already there, or it 
can create a new design (Fig. 3). Baste or 
pin in place. Thread your bobbin with cot- 
ton thread to match the background fab- 
ric. Use clear nylon thread (made for the 
sewing machine) on top. 

In the block shown above, the top left 
motif was stitched with a zigzag; the 


APPLIQUE 


center right motif was sitched using a 
blind hem stitch; a straight stitch was 


used on the lower left motif. 


Refer to Figure 4. Test your stitch 
on a piece of scrap fabric. If the bobbin 
thread shows, loosen the tension on the 
top thread slightly until the bobbin 
thread does not show. If using a straight 
stitch, set the stitch length at 12 stitches 
per inch and stitch near the folded edge 
of the patch. If using a zigzag, set the 
stitch length so the stitches are not 
close together, allowing the zigzag to 
go over the edge of the patch onto the 


background. If using a blind hem stitch, 
keep the straight stitching on the pieced 


block just to the right of the applique 


patch; the zigzag stitch should just catch 
the edge of the applique patch. Stitch 
around appliques. Remove basting. 

©) Continue stitching motifs on 


blocks as desired. Note on page 20 that 


some of the blocks have several 


appliqued motifs while other blocks 


have few or even none. Place the motifs 
as desired. Complete the quilt, referring 
to the assembly directions on page 41. 


NO-TURN MACHINE APPLIQUE 


The fish block shown at right is 


made with a quick and simple technique 
in which the edges of the applique 
patches are not turned under. They are 
backed with an iron-on bonding mate- 
rial, pressed to the background, then 
stitched by machine with decorative 
stitching. 

@ Follow steps 1-2 for the invisi- 


ble applique method, cutting A’s out of 


the chosen print. 


@) Select portions of the print for 


the spill-over applique patches. The 
motif does not have to be a motif that is 
in the print in the A patch. It can cover up 
a partial motif that is already there, or it 
can create a new design. Cut an iron-on 
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bonding material such as Wonder Un- 
der™ a bit larger than the motif you are 
cutting out and iron it to the back of the 
motif. Cut out the motif exactly, leaving 
no turn-under allowance. Feel free to 
cut away parts that you do not wish to 
include (Fig. 5). 

@) Position the motif on a pieced 
block, allowing it to cross the seam be- 
tween A and B patches or into the C 
patch. Remove the paper backing and 
press motif in place. 

@ Use a matching or contrasting 
thread for both the top and bobbin 
threads. Choose a zigzag or other dec- 


orative stitch (Fig. 6). First test the stitch 
on a piece of scrap fabric. If the bobbin 
thread shows, loosen the tension on the 
top thread slightly until the bobbin 
thread does not show. If the back- 
ground block tends to pucker, iron the 
wrong side of the block to the sticky side 
of freezer-wrap paper to stabilize it, or 
use a tear-away interfacing. When you 
are satisfied with the stitching, sew the 
motif in place. Carefully tear the 
freezer-wrap paper or interfacing away 
from the stitching. Applique blocks as 
desired. Complete as you would for any 
quilt. ©:

PATCHWORK BELT PACK 


Quilters on their way to meetings 
and workshops will appreciate the 
handiness of the belt pack—it frees your 
hands for carrying those bags of fabric, 
sewing supplies, and ongoing projects. 
You could leave your purse at home 
and fill the pack with your note pad, wal- 
let, keys, pencil-whatever you need to 
take along. These colorful packs, also 
known as fanny, kit, and waist packs, 
would make great gifts, too. 

Three of the patterns in this issue 
have been adapted for the front of the 
packs-—the pieced floral motif in the 
Bluebird Wreath on page 26 makes a 
lovely pastel-colored pack. The heart 
flower motif from Beginner’s Choice on 
page 32 is for the quilter who prefers ap- 
plique. A third pack is made using the 
bold geometry of A Little Dawn Music 
on page 16. 


MATERIALS 


Patterns for the pack are on page 
45. Choose a sturdy fabric such as cor- 
duroy, denim, wool, or heavyweight cot- 
ton for the body of the pack. It requires 
‘Ya yard or a “fat eighth” (9” x 22”). From 
this fabric cut 2 B, 1 C, 2 D, and 2 Dr. 
The front part of the pack is pieced or 
appliqued from scraps. Also needed: 
yard fabric for lining, 14” zipper, 2 “D 
rings” or belt buckle, 1 yard of 1”-wide 
coordinating belt webbing, and medium- 
weight batting to measure 414” x 1412”. 


ASSEMBLY 


@) Choose a design from the 
three offered here for the front of the 
pack. Referring to the appropriate block 
diagram and patterns for patches within 
this issue, piece or applique the front to 
make a 412" x 1412” rectangle.

Add %” x 141" strips to top and bottom.

@) Cutan A from lining fabric. With 
right sides together, sew the lining to 
the pieced or appliqued front along the 
top edge only. Turn and press seam 
flat.

@) Pin zipper face down on the 
right side of B (“lid” of pack) along the 


curved edge, easing around the cor- 
ners as shown. With a zipper foot, stitch 
V4" from outside raw edges. Set aside. 

@) With right sides together, sew 
curved edge of second B patch (bottom 
of pack) along lower edge of quilted 
front. 

©) Pin top edge of quilted front to 
right side of unsewn long edge of zipper 
tape so that zipper is hidden when 


closed. From the wrong side, hand sew 

zipper securely to lining so that stitches 

do not show through to front of A.

@ Refer to the quilt photograph 
on page 10. Cut Apatches from the blue 
stripe so that the print forms a pinwheel 
when pieced together as shown. Like- 
wise, cut the borders and E patches so 
that the stripes form the designs shown. 
If using a different striped print, cut 
patches as desired. Referring to the 
diagram on page 10, make the center of 
the quilt. 

@) Add the short blue borders, 
mitering corners and trimming excess. 

@) Referring to border diagram on 
page 11, join 7 striped E’s with 4 light 
pink and 4 dark pink E’s to make a 
pieced border. Repeat to make 4 bor- 
ders. Sew to sides of quilt. Miter corners. 

() Sew on long blue border strips 
and miter corners. 

©) Fold a gold strip lengthwise 
with wrong sides together. Press folded 
edge. Align raw edges of strip with raw 
edge of quilt and baste in place. Repeat 
for all four sides. Strips will overlap at 
corners. Trim strips to fit. 

© Refer to quilting diagram on 
page 9. Mark quilting motifs given on 
page 9 in light and dark pink B’s and 
cream D’s. Mark motifs given on page 
11 in cream B’s and C/Cr’s. Quilt as 
marked. Quilt in-the-ditch around A’s 
and along seams of borders. Quilt 1%” 
from seams of blue B’s and pink E’s. If 
desired, quilt around printed motifs in 
borders. 

@) Bind to finish, allowing %” of 
gold folded strip to show. 


BLUE/TAN STAR TWIST

A second version of Star Twist is 
made from a tan/rose/blue stripe. This 
quilt is 521%” x 521%". Yardage and cut- 
ting requirements are as follows: From 
yard floral print cut 4B, 4.C, 4 Cr, and 
4 D. From 3% yards stripe cut 4 borders 
67" x 5234", 4 borders 37%" x 3394", 8 A, 
and 28 E. From % yard rust solid cut 4 
borders 114” x 40” and 8 B. From % yard 
blue solid cut 8 B and 16 E. From 1 yard 
teal solid cut binding 112” x 6% yards, 
16 B, and 16 E. Also needed are 3% 
yards lining and 5614” x 561%” batting. 

ASSEMBLY 

@ Refer to the quilt center on 
page 4 and the piecing diagram on 
page 10. Make the center of the quilt. 

@) Add the short striped borders, 


mitering corners and trimming excess. 

@) Referring to the border dia- 
gram on page 11, join 7 stripe E’s with 4 
blue E’s and 4 teal E’s to make a pieced 
border. Repeat to make 4 borders. Sew 
to quilt and miter corners. 

@) Sew on rust borders and long 
striped borders. Miter corners. 

©) Follow step 6 of the blue Star

@ Turn under %e” allowances on 
all applique patches. It is not necessary 
to turn under edges that will be covered 
by other patches. 

@) Fold A squares in half to find 
center. Align center fold with center 
mark on bunny on page 13 and lightly 
mark bunny on each A. Sew top of each 
A patch to the long edge of aB. Position 
bunny ears (M and Mr) on B’s as shown. 
Position, pin, and blindstitch bunny 
patches in alphabetical order with top of 
bunny’s head overlapping bottom 
points of ears. Do not stitch between 
dots on the Fr patch to allow for pin- 
wheel handle insertion later. Satin stitch 
eyes and outline stitch mouths. 

@) Position, pin, and blindstitch 2 
carrots and leaves on each B, noting 
that 6 B’s have vertical carrots and 2 B’s 
have horizontal carrots. 

@) Referring to block diagrams on 
page 12, make 9 Pinwheel blocks. Ar- 
range all blocks in vertical rows as 
shown in quilt photo. Join blocks, then 
join rows. 

©) Applique pinwheel handles in 
place, inserting one end under Fr patch. 
Neatly fold under opposite end and 
blindstitch, or pick out a few stitches 
where required on the pinwheel block to 
insert handle into seam. Restitch seam. 

© Add borders. Miter corners and 
trim excess from seam allowances. 

@ Layer lining, batting, and quilt 
top. Baste layers. 

If tying, use 1 strand of sport- 
weight washable yarn or 3 strands of 
embroidery floss to make ties at corners 
of blocks. Make a tie in center of each 
pinwheel and one on each bunny’s 
tummy. 

If quilting by machine or hand, 
quilt around all applique patches. Quilt 
in-the-ditch along seams of pinwheel 
patches and borders. Mark and quilt 
bunny’s tummy as shown in blue on 
page 13. Bind to finish.

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We give seam lines (dashed) as well 
as cutting lines (solid) for QUIL TMAKER’S 
full-sized pieced patterns. Seam allow- 
ances are %” for all pieced patterns, and 
the points are trimmed to reduce bulk in 
the seams and help with exact alignment 
of patches for machine sewing. The seam 
lines of adjoining patches fall into place for 
_ Stitching when cut edges and trimmed 
- points are aligned. 

Large pieces are shown in miniature 
with dimensions. Use graph paper to rule 
these patterns in the measurements 
given, or measure and mark them directly 
onto the fabric using a carpenter’s square, 
right triangle, or similar tool. The dimen- 
sions shown do not include seam allow- 
ances. Be sure to add them when you 
mark and cut your fabric. 

Seam allowances (plus 2” extra 
length for insurance) are included in bor- 
der strip lengths in quilt specifications. 

Where it is particularly important for 
the strip to be an exact size, as for an 
outer pieced border, seam allowances 
are given but not extra length. 

No turn-under allowances are given for 
the applique patterns. Add “6” by eye 
when cutting. Occasionally, an applique 
pattern will be labeled with a letter in 
parentheses. This means that the seg- 
ment is a continuation of another piece 
with the same letter. If we give just half of 
the pattern piece, the center line is indi- 
cated with a dotted line. When making the 
template, simply trace around pattern, flip 
the tracing over, and align the dotted 
center lines. Trace around pattern again 
to complete template for whole patch. 

A pattern letter followed by an “r’ indi- 
cates the need to reverse the pattern. If in- 
structions call for 8 A and 8 Ar, mark 8 A, turn 
the template over and mark 8 Ar patches. 
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Trace pattern pieces onto clear template 
plastic, or trace on paper and glue the tracing to 
sandpaper, plastic, or cardboard. Cut out accu- 
rately. See instructions for method of your 
choice to determine whether to trace seam 
lines or cutting lines when making templates. 
Make a sample block to test the accuracy of 
templates before cutting the entire quilt. 


Wash and iron fabrics before cutting 
patches. Rinse dark colors separately to check 
for excess dye. Continue rinsing until water 
runs Clear. 

Plan to measure, mark, and cut border 
strips and larger patches before smaller ones 
from the same fabric. Arrange patches with cut- 
ting lines close or touching for best use of fabric. 


When marking and cutting patches, one or 
more straight sides of the patch should follow the 
lengthwise or crosswise grain of fabric, espe- 
cially the sides that will be on the outside edges 
of the quilt block. Wherever possible, we indicate 
lengthwise or crosswise grain with an arrow on 
the pattern piece. 
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INCLUDING BASIC QUILTMAKING LESSONS 


Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. To mark the patches, place the 
template face down on wrong side of fabric and 
draw around it accurately with a pencil. Leave 
just enough space between patches to add 1%” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line 1%”, measuring the distance 
by eye. The pieces will be joined right sides to- 
gether, so the marked seam line on the wrong 
side of the fabric will be visible on both sides of 
the patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
through the penciled lines with a short running 
stitch, using a single thread. Begin and end 
each seam at seam line (not at edge of fabric) 
with two or three backstitches to secure seam. 


Accurate cutting is very important in 
machine piecing. Include seam allowances in 
the template and mark the cutting line on back 
of fabric. 

When machine sewing patches, align cut 
edges with the edge of the presser foot if itis 1%” 
wide. If not, place masking tape on the throat 
plate of the machine 1/4” away from the needle 
to guide you in making precise 1%” seams. Sew 
all the way to the cut edge unless you are in- 
serting a patch into an angle. 


Templates for hand applique do not in- 
clude turn-under allowances. Place template 
face up on right side of the fabric and draw 
around it lightly with a pencil. Add “6” allow- 
ances to appliques and cut carefully. Turn 
under and baste “6” allowances except where 
edges will be tucked under other appliques. 
Baste in place. Clip into fold of inward curves to 
make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over printed pattern, matching centers, to see 
placement for appliques. Lightly mark major 
shapes with pencil or simply pin appliques in 
position. If you cannot see through background 
block, finger-crease block in half lengthwise, 
crosswise, and diagonally to form guidelines 
for placement of appliques. 

Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible blind stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. To facilitate the 
quilting later and to prevent show-through, 
carefully cut away background fabric from be- 
hind appliques, using sharp scissors and trim- 
ming to within %6” of seam line. Reinforce 
seams with a couple of stitches if necessary to 
cut across seam lines when trimming. 


Press all seams to one side, usually to- 
ward the darker fabric. Press quilt blocks flat 
and square with no puckers. Correct any prob- 


lems in blocks, sashes, or borders by removing 
a few stitches to ease puckers and resew. 


Join the blocks for the first row with 1%” 
seams. Then join all biocks in the second row, 
and so on, until all rows are completed. Press 
all seam allowances in the odd-numbered rows 
in one direction and all seam allowances in 
even-numbered rows in the opposite direction. 
When all rows are completed, pin two rows to- 
gether so that seam lines match perfectly. Join 
rows in groups of two, then four, and so on, until 
top is completed. Press all allowances in one 
direction, either up or down. 


Center a border strip on each side of the 
quilt top to extend equally at each end. Pin, 
baste, and sew strips in 4” seams, beginning 
and ending the stitching at the seam line, not at 
outer edge of fabric. At one corner (on wrong 
side), smooth one border over an adjacent one 
and draw a diagonal line from inner seam line 
to the point where outer edges of two borders 
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cross. Reverse the two borders (bottom one is 
now on top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where outer 
edges cross. Match the two pencil lines (fabrics 
right sides together), and sew through them. 
Cut away excess, and press seam open. Re- 
peat at other three corners of quilt. 


Place quilting pattern under quilt top. 
Lightly mark design on quilt top, using a hard 
lead pencil. Mark dark-colored fabrics with a 
chalk pencil. Be sure to test water-soluble 
pens for removability before marking the quilt. 
Some quilting may be done without marking 
the top. Outline quilting (4” from seam around 
patches) or quilting in-the-ditch (right next to 
the seam on the side without the seam allow- 
ances) can be done “by eye.” Other straight 
lines may also be “marked” as you quilt by 
using a piece of masking tape that is pulled 
away after a line is quilted along its edge. 


Make quilt lining about 2” larger on each 
side than the quilt top. Some small quilts require 
a single piece for lining, but usually two or three 
lengths must be seamed together. Remove 
selvedges to avoid puckers; press seam allow- 
ances to one side. Place lining, wrong side up, 
on a flat surface. Spread quilt batt over the lin- 
ing, making sure that both stay smooth and 
even. Place the quilt top, right side up, on top of 
the batting. Pin layers as necessary to secure 
them while basting. Beginning in the center, 
baste in an “X,” in rows 4” to 6” apart, and 
around edges.

uilting is done in a short running stitch 
with a single strand of thread that goes through 
all three layers. Use a short needle (8 or 9 be- 
tween) with about 18” of thread. Make a small

© Cut the belt webbing in half. 
Place a D and Dr right sides together 
with the end of one belt webbing sanda- 
wiched in between; align end of web- 
bing with short edge of patches. Stitch 
around three sides as shown. Stitch a 
second time along short end to secure 
webbing. Trim corners and turn right 
side out. Repeat for other side. 
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Align arrows with 
ce lengthwise or crosswise 
i grain of fabric. 


@ Turn bag wrong side out as 
shown. With right sides together, pin, 
then baste raw ends of D/Dr to one end 
of quilted front as shown, with dot on D 
near zipper. Repeat for other end. Re- 
move pins. 
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Open zipper about halfway for 
turning later. With right sides together, 
pin and sew C (back of pack) to all 4 re- 
maining raw edges, catching raw ends 
of D/Dr in seams. Sew one straight 
edge just to end of sewing line and 
backstitch. Remove needle, rotate bag, 
and sew adjacent straight edge, back- 
stitching at beginning and end of seam 
to secure. Repeat for all sides. 


@ If desired, serge or zigzag 
along raw seam allowances, or cover 
with bias binding to finish. Turn bag 
right side out. Adjust belt to fit and at- 
tach buckle or rings according to pack- 
age directions. To help pack keep its 
shape, cut a stiff cardboard bottom the 
size of B with no seam allowances and 
insert in pack. =:

knot in the thread, and take a first long stitch 
(about 1”) through top and batting only, coming 
up where the quilting will begin. Tug on the 
thread to pull the knotted end between the 
layers. Take straight, even stitches that are the 
same size on the top and bottom of the quilt. 
For tiny stitches, push the needle with a thimble 
on your middle finger; guide the fabric in front of 
the needle with the thumb of your hand above 
the quilt and with thumb and index finger of 


your other hand below the quilt. To end a line of 
quilting, take a tiny backstitch, then make 
another inch-long stitch through the top and 
batting only. Clip thread at surface of quilt. Re- 
move basting stitches when quilting is finished. 


Trim quilt batt and lining even with quilt 
top. Leaving about 2” extra at each end, place a 
1'"-wide binding strip on one edge of quilt top, 
right sides together. Sew through all layers with 
a 4" seam, beginning and ending at seam line. 
Repeat for other three sides. Fold binding to 
the back, tuck under 14”, and blindstitch it down 
along seam line. At corners, trim, tuck in ends, 
and stitch. Rinse out any quilt marking that still 
shows. A nice finishing touch is to embroider 
your name, city, and date on the back. =»
